Rhee Renews Pledge to

- SEOUL—(Jl—President Syngman Rhee today reaffirmed his deci- 


sion to drive the Communists out of North Korea if a post-armistice poli- 
tical conference fails to unify his country—or is not held. 


The white-haired South Korean 


leader chose this particular time 
—with preliminary political talks 
at Panmunjom stalemated—to an- 
swer questions submitted to him 
by The Associated Press weeks 
ago. 


In his S'ritten answers he re- 


affirmed his position and outlined 
a two-part plan for holding elec- 
tions in all Korea, once the coun- 
try is unified. 


Doubts Settlement 


Rhee said he doubts if any ques- 


tions can be peacefully settled at 
a post-armistice peace conference. 


"In the event the political con- 


ference fails,' or is never held,'the 
Republic of Korea must act to 
unify Korea and drive • from our 
soil the Chinese who now are set- 
tling in the north with the Idea of 
eventually seizing the whole coun- 
try," Rhee said. 


"In this action we would wel- 


come the support of the United 
State* and the United Nations,.but 
we do not ask them to stay, 
against their wish, solely for the 
sake of Korea. If they do not feel 
now. as they did at the beginning 
of the; war, that the fight for Ko- 


rea is a fight for themselves, then 
we do not urge them to do any 
more fighting in Korea." 


Agrees To Delay 


Rhee said that at the time of the 


Korean armistice—July 27—South 
Korea agreed to postpone its de- 
termination to take unilateral ac< 
lion if necessary to drive all Chi- 
nese Reds out of Korea.

Clintoir oats- certainly 
have the stiffness of straw. 
The farmers who buy the Cana- 


dian oats generally throw their 
money away because the oats aro 
not adapted and are susceptible 
to diseases in- this area. If you 
have too much money and fall for 
the salesman's story ab'out Cana- 
dian oats, I would like to recom- • 
mend that you give the money to 
some worthy organization like the 
4-H instead of the salesman.

Farmers Capital Tour Shows 
Change in Economic Ideas 


On« may feel a broad sympathy for the cattlemen'* 


problems and still voice doubt at the wisdom of such a pres- 
sure device as their recent march on Washington. 


For one thing, if every group with a complaint should 


try to lay siege to the capital in this fashion, then Washing- 
ton soon would be alive with the din of the special pleaders. 
There would be few clear voices speaking in the general Na- 
tional interest. 
-.'' 
Secondly, marches of this kind are often quite mislead- 


ing in their political meaning. There is perhaps a tendency 
to accept the marchers as valid spokesmen for all of their 
kind. But that does not necessarily follow. 


In this instance, we are dealing with a fraction of the 


cattle growers. ' The march was organized by the Farmers 
Union, the most militant of all farm groups politically, and 
one not especially appreciative of anything Republican. And 
on the average, these men were well enough off to pay their 
own way to the capital. 


That raises another point. In the old days, the loudest 


pleas, the most dramatic appeals were reserved for matters 
where deep distress was involved. But that is not the case 
with the cattlemen's demonstration. 


We do not mean by that there has been no hardship 


among stock raisers. Surely there has been. But the gov- 
eminent already has moved to alleviate this.. In drought 
areas, it has developed low-cost feed programs and made 
loans aimed at helping producers maintain herds. It is buy- 
ing up beef to help shore un the market, which sagged under 
the pressures of heavv distress selling from drought sectors. 


What these particular cattlemen were .asking was not 


relief from hardship. They sought price supports for beef 
like those in effect on wheat, corn, cotton and other products. 


The question how this would work in the livestock field, 


and of how widespread is the desire for it among all cattle- 
men .is a subject worth separate consideration. Here it in 
significant to note only this aspect of the demand: 


It is symptomatic of a change in the psychology of more 


than one element in our economic society. Groups which 
once cried out only to be protected against poverty and 
disaster now are asking for something: which sounds like as- 
surances of prosperity. We are getting perilously close to 
demands for guaranteed profit. 


Risk-taking is the core of American enterprise. If the 


farmers, celebrated for their independence, wish to elimi- 
nate all risk, how can we expect other economic groups to 
be different? How, in fairness, could we dare ask that they 
be? 


The cattlemen, and farmers generally, have serious prob- 


lems. They should be solved, in a nice balance of special and 
national Interest. But the solutioft should stop short of hand- 
met hem, or any other group, a copper-riveted prosperity

The Doctor Says: 
Narcotic Addiction in Youth 
Is an Increasing Problem •-

Parents of teen-aged children 


are probably aware that some 
youngsters become addicted 
to 


narcotic drugs. Most parents, how- 
ever do not feel that they can pos- 
sibly be directly involved! Their 
attitude is that their children would 
never get into that kind of trouble. 


Narcotic addiction in youth is 


a serious problem. It is considered 
th« result of a deliberate effort by 
organized crime to invade a new 
and profitable field. In New York 
| City alone it has been estimated 
that the traffic in the sales of nar- 
cotic drug* on the street amount- 
ed to about one-hundred million 
dollars in 1951. 


Thera are several kinds of nar- 


cotic drugs Included in the menace 
to our teen-aged youth. 
Among 


the most important of these are 
those derived from opium, includ- 
ing: particularly morphine and her- 
oin, which are known in the under- 
world by many slang' names. 


However, of all the 
narcotic 


drugs, marijuana is the most com- 
mon, the least expensive, and the 
mon, the least expensive, and the 
ate effects are not as serious as 
those of opium and its derivatives, 
but it particularly dangerous be- 
cause It often becomes the opening 
wedge to the use of more Injurious 
preparations. The effects of mari- 


juana are quite unpredictable, and 
vary from person to person. 


It is quite well known that one* 


a craving or addiction to a nar- 
cotic drug has been established, 
the victim will resort to almost 
any crime or vice in order to ob- 
tain the money to get more of th« 
drug. Ultimately the physical as 
well as the mental effects art 
serious indeed.

ster, anyway, to become involved 
in the highly dangerous experi- 
ment of using narcotics? Appar- 
ently curiosity is the principal rea- 
son for starting.

Czech YoutKs 
Shoot Way 
To Freedom 


Kill Four Police 
In Dash to West 
German Sanctuary 


BERLIN (JV—Three Czech youths 


who shot their way out of Red po- 
lice nets across the Soviet Zone of 
Germany 
waited 
hopefully 
for 


word today the West would grant 
them asylum. One of them is in 
serious condition from East Ger- 
man police bullets. 


The three told police authorities 


here a hair-raising tale of four 
weeks as the objects of a vast 
manhunt, and of gun-blazing clash- 
es with Red police. They left two 
companions behind in the trek- 
one believed captured and the oth- 
er badly wounded by machinegun 
fire and either dead or taken pris- 
oner. 
' 


Tell Of Battle 


The youths, who left their Com 


munist-ruled homeland Oct. 3. said 
they opened fire at a police patrol 
that stopped them at a small rail- 
way station near Luckau, about 50 
miles south of Berlin. Four police- 
men were killed and the rest fled. 


The Communist press, last week 


reported the shooting of the four 
policemen and announced rewards 
of 1,000 marks each 
($240) had 


been placed on the heads of the 
three 
as 
hundreds 
of 
police 


searched for them through the 
suburbs of East Berlin. The Reds 
claimed the youths were part of 
a "Fascist underground." 


The three who escaped are Czir 


ard Maczin, 22, and his brother, 
Josef, 20, who were described as 
sons of a Czech general executed 
by the Nazis in 1942, and Milan 
Baumer, 21, who had been a stu- 
dent at the Prague Military Acad 
emy. 


Still Serious' 


Baumer was still in serious con- 


dition in the hospital after an oper 
ation for removal of bullets re- 
ceived in another scrape with East 
Zone police. 


They gave this account of their 


flight from Prague: 


After crossing the Czech border 


on foot, they walked to the East 
German town of Riesa, living on 
raw potatoes and apples. 
There 


they sold a cigaret case and watch 
to buy railway tickets. 


It was during this train ride that 


East German police stopped them 
and the youths, armed with three 
pistols they had saved since World 
War II, shot it out. During the 
battle they lost sight of a compan 
ion and believe he was taken. Af- 
ter that clash, they hid in woods 
during daylight and walked onlj 
at night. 


During this night hiking, a Com 


munist patrol detected them anc 
poured machinegun bullets into the 
wood where they were hiding. An> 
other companion was hit. Bleeding 
badly, he urged the others to go 
on and leave him behind. 


Meet Patrol* 


The three later arrived at Zos 


sen, 20 miles south of Berlin, and 
bumped into police patrols. 


Once again bullets'whizzed, and 


Baumer was hit in the stomach. 


The three staggered to an ele 


vated railway line leading to Ber 
lin. And even on this Jaat leg of 
the journey they had another close 
brush with death. 
They jumped 


from the train too soon and found 
themselves in a Soviet sector sta> 
lion swarming with Communist po 
lice who apparently were looking 
for them. 


Under a hail of shots, they fled 


the station and managed to sneak 
across the border into the U.S. sec 
tor. where American authorities 
took them in custody.

Stock Exchange 
Up Commissions 


NEW YORK -Members ot the 


New York Stock Exchange have 
approved a new commission sched- 
ule, effective November 9. under 
which they will receive about IS 
per cent more in commission rev- 
enue. 


G. Keith Funston. president of 


the exchange, announced that 639 
members voted "yss" and 530 
'no". The new schedule is the first 
revision in commission rates since 
November, 1917. 


Early in August members re- 


jected a proposed commission re- 
vision by a close, vote of 573 op- 
posed and 532 in favor. The sched- 
ule approved yesterday allows for 
earlier objections of members. 


One of the chief objections to the 


earlier proposal was reported to 
have centered on a proposed dis- 
count on orders for over 1,000 
share*. The/e is no volume dis- 
count on the approved schedule, 
the exchange said. 


As an example, under the new 


higher commissions, an Individual 
purchasing 100 shares of stock at 
$40 a share will pay a broker's 
commission of $35. compared with 
$30 under the present commission 
schedule. 


On an odd lot transaction —one 


that involves less than 100 shares 
—an individual buying 50 shares at 
$30 a share, for example, will pay 
a broker's commission of $18 under 
the new schedule, compared with 
$15.75 under the present rate. 


The new schedule for each 100 


shares of odd lot provides for a 
charge of 1 per cent on the first 
$2,000 involved,' plus one half of one 
per cent on the next $3,000 invol- 
ved, plus 1/10 of one per cent on 
money involved above $5,000. In 
addition, there is a flat charge of 
$5 for a round lot and $3 for an 
odd lot. 


A special feature of the current 


rate proposal provides that when 
a purchase and sale of the same 
security for one account are made 
on the exchange within' 30 daye, 
the commission on the sale would 
be 50 per cent of the regular com- 
mission, plus $2.50 for a round lot 
or $1.50 for an odd lot.

Methodist university ahletic di- 
rector, agreed that there are some 
evils in some places in college 
football. . 


'Always Be Some' 


"But I don't know of any viola- 


tions now in the Southwest con- 
ference," he said. 
. "I expect there always will be 
gome abuses in intercollegiate ath- 
letics because of its highly com- 
petitive nature," said Ike Arm- 
strong, Minnesota's athletic direc- 
tor. 
• "We are 100 per cent behind any 
movement that will help athlet- 
ics," 
commented Ed Krause, 


Notre Dame's athletic director. 
• From Dr. J. Hills Miller, presi- 
dent of the University of Florida 
and president of the Southeastern 
conference, came 'this reaction:

RICHMOND, Va. W> — Virginia 


stuck by its custom and named 
another Democratic governor in 'a 
general election T u e s d a y that 
found the political organization of 
Sen. Harry F. Byrd well able to 
handle its most serious Republican 
challenge. 


Thomas B. Stanley,' 63, a furni- 


ture manufacturer and f o r m e r 
congressman, defeated Ted Dai- 
ton, 52, a state Senator and GOP 
national committeeman. 


But in losing to Stanley by a vote 


of 219,653 to 175,505 on the basis 
of nearly complete returns from 
the state's 1815 polling places. Dai- 
ton ran up the best vote and the 
biggest percentage ever scored by 
a Republican in a Virginia race 
for governor. 


Dalton, given a b'oost by the 


Eisenhower victory of last year, 
the election of three Republican 
congressmen and the disenchant- 
ment of some Democrats who put 
part of the blame for last year on 
Byrd, got a shade better than 44 
per cent of the vote to Stanley's 
as-plus. Independent Howard Car- 
wile, a third candidate with .07 of 
the vote, was no factor. 


The best previous effort ot the 


Republicans was 37 per cent In the 
election for governor in 1929. 


Stanley takes over from Gov. 


John S. Battle on Jan. 20. Virginia 
governors, elected for four-year 
terms, may not succeed 
them 


selves in office.
